To promote this programme, it ia neceBoary to collect statistics of educational 
development in the different regions of the country periodically and tib publish them for information 
and utee by all concerned. 

The Ministry of Education publishes annually statistics pf jwtica'ba^aiL^ayelnjiTrv^^-iri'lJas'UiiiBTeru; 
Stated of the Indian Union. But aB imbalances of educational development are more pronounced at th9 
diemnot than at the State level, it was decided to collect and publish) statistics of educational dove* 
Idpment in the districts aiao everv five-yeare. Accordingly J ruch statistics were collected end 
published, fcr the first time, fcp^the year 1960-61. 

The study ia now being T>poaoad for the year 1965-66 and it ia proposed to bring out a separate 
volume on the district e&vdational statistics of every Stata^. “t ulU contair statistics for the 
lp55-66 ong wid/t-osm^r^ti-o-B^data for theyear 196061. Ts rake inter district conpirisons poaeibla, 
B^rae important indices Buch aa enroin^nt ratio, percentigo of trained tp^-chors, par capita expenditure 
on education, etc. will also be included,

To fill up this gap, the National Council of Educational Research and Training brought out a 
ime entitled 'Educational Statistics: District-^wise giving"the bench suck of educational data 
irarious kinds for all districts for the year 15^0-61, To nake inter district comTarison possible, 

3 important indices such as enrolment ratios, percentage of trained teachers and por capita axp- 
Lture on education wore also given. These comparative statements show a wide range of variation 
ween tho districts in every respect. 

It has been-decided to hago a similar jreviow of ednoational developments in the districts for the 
r 1965-66. Such periodic reviews are nocossary for several roasons. For instance, thoy help to judgi 
effeotivenosa oftfeo imoasuros takon to corroct regional imbalances at the district lny^la Gecoridly* 
i collection and publication of data on different aspects of education at the district level help in 
preparation of educational development plans for the districts so that they can be adopted, as ro- 
aended by the Education Corrmission, as ths principal unit for administration, planning and develop-* 
u of school education. 

The present volume gives data for each of the districts of Uttar Pradesh on number of educational 
iitutions, pupils, teachers, expenditure otc, at all levels of education. It also gives tho ratos
